DAM GOING our. The 59 year 
old Conewango Creek dam located 
at Oakview above North Warren is 
gradually washing away. 
About 35 feet of the dam went out 
with the ice last March and accord­ 
ing to Jim Blomquist (in photo) 
another portion as large is ready to 
break loose as the waters continue 
to undermine the concrete wall* 
While built in 1900 by E. T. 
Hazeltine of Beshlin Valve Co. to 
provide power for the North Warren 
plant, it has also served in holding 
enough water back to allow some 
water recreation for Oakview camp­ 


i t okes Studio Photo) 
ers. 
Already those previous deep 
portions of the dry season are now 
shallow enough to wade in. 
The well-known Blomquist Island 
is now an island NOT surrounded 
by water as a result of the break. 
Until the Beshlin Valve Co. sold 
the dam in 1947, it required annual 
maintenance because of its value in 
supplying power. It has not been 
given any attention since that time. 
The dam was not the first in the 
location, being built in 1900 to re­ 
place one located approximately 200 
feet to the north on the Conewango,

Dr. Schwartz, who has headed 
Warren State’s pathology division 
since 1953, is the author of more 
than a hundred scientific papers 
oased on his pathological studies. 
He came to America from Univer­ 
sity of Istanbul, where he had or­ 
ganized and directed the pathology 
department of that medical school. 
He was also formerly Professor of 
Pathology 
at 
Germany’s 
famed 
Frankfort University. 
Technical drawings for the exhibit 
were done by Dr. Sami Daygan, M.D., 
art therapist and medical artist at 
Warren State Hospital.

NO EXCUSES LEFT 
The highest court in the land says 
we can build the dam and the In­ 
dians’ land can be covered without 
violating treaties. The expenditure 
of money which was impossible as 
long as the case was pending now is 
in order, and we await action by the 
engineers and congress. The first 
to spend what we already have, and 
the second to appropriate more so 
that this project can roll at a faster 
pace. 
As we have proposed on previous 
occasions, it might be best if the 
Indians were compensated in kind. 
Money soon is gone. But land can be 
used by generations to come and if it 
is properly located can be of even 
greater worth than that which now is 
being lost. 
This, of course, may not please 
the Indians, whose maneuvers to 
block the dam may have been no 
more than an effort to increase the 
value of their land. Perhaps they 
would prefer the cash, but we sug­ 
gest that inasmuch as land seems 
so very important to these people, 
they be so reimbursed. 
The fact is the Indians will bene­ 
fit more from this dam than any 
group we know. If the entire area 
becomes a recreational attraction, 
as it can if we rightly plan, the 
Indians will be in a perfect position 
to capitalize. They will be paid well 
for what is inundated and will have 
much earning power in what is left. 
The effort to gain attention for the 
diversion idea obviously is a stall, 
inspired by those who w'ant to see 
water projects avoided. We have 
talked with people who come from

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the New York area and they believe 
the Conewango valley idea is sense­ 
less and are very much opposed to 
losing their homes. 
In fact, some are a bit angry be­ 
cause such publicity places their 
homes in the same doubtful category 
as those of Kinzua residents who 
cannot sell and do not wish to spend 
for improvements. And they will stay 
that way for years if the Kinzua dam 
does not go through. 
But the court has removed the ex­ 
cuses. The ball is in the hands of 
our Washington friends . . . if there 
be friends. What we need is money, 
and the entire Allegheny river val­ 
ley of towns should be pressuring 
for it. 
* * * 
THEY SUFFER LONG 
The scars are deep from the 
Warren area high school site dispute 
that finally ended with a nod for the 
Swick area. Deeper than those now 
being gouged out by the bulldozers 
which are doing a mammoth job of 
clearing and leveling fifty acres. 
But be not alarmed by the injured 
who continue to throw barbs at the 
site. Such as the comment that the 
clearing and filling was costingmany 
extra dollars. But be reminded that 
the cost is not near as great as the 
property which would have been 
bought in town to provide an equal 
amount of land for parking and re ­ 
lated facilities, plus future expan­ 
sion. 
In town we not only would have 
paid a half million or more for an 
equal amount of land, but we would 
have lost the taxes on the razed 
homes for generations to come. 
There is no comparison. 
As for the earth which was wash­ 
ed downhill in a recent storm, every 
hill-side in the area would do the 
same if it were not for vegetation. 
Once this land is planted it will be 
even safer than many slopes which 
have not been leveled and provided 
with drainage control.

LESSON IN BUSINESS 
We suggest that our leading busi­ 
nessmen have a close look at die 
manner in w'hich some of their 
potential executives handle various 
civic assignments. If business poli­ 
cies were utilized with so short­ 
sighted a view many of our plants 
would be bankrupt. Perhaps the test­ 
ing ground provided by civic acti­ 
vities is too often ignored by those 
who are looking for promising per­ 
sonnel, or perhaps are interested 
in the shortcomings of some of 
their help. 
There is a tendency to ignore 
long-range planning. This is poor 
economics in any field. The con­ 
struction of a project, whether it be 
a 
school, golf course, swimming 
pool, tennis court, or any you wish 
to name, should be dovetailed into 
the future of our area. 
It is so easy to see the obvious 
of tomorrow if we will give it 
even a few minutes thought. Ex­ 
pansion, parking, related needs are 
clearly there, and die advice of 
those who are informed on the sub­ 
jects involved is easily obtained. 
There also seems to be a blind­ 
ness in Warren concerning history. 
So few of these people who become 
involved in efforts to provide our 
communities with imorovements in-

dicate that they have ever fully ap­ 
preciated the real value of the his­ 
tory books which once plagued them 
in their scholastic days.

But too many of our committee mem­ 
bers choose to ignore this store of 
information and work blindly the ex­ 
pensive way.

We would not tell him how to think 
but we certainly would suggest that 
he give it a try, and if he chose to.' 
weep over yesterday rather than look 
optimistically and practically to the 
future we could do without him. As 
could all of us.

If you want to write a book the 
Exposition Press, Inc. does not pay 
any kind of royalty. So says the 
FTC in a charge against the cor­ 
poration, in which it is claimed the 
defendant falsely advertises that 
it pays authors 40 per cent royalty 
on books it publishes. 
The complaint says that Exposi­ 
tion Press asks the authors to sub­ 
sidize the publication of their books 
and to pay the entire cost. The con­ 
cern agrees to pay them 40 pier cent 
on all books sold and paid for, but 
only rarely are sales sufficient for 
au th o rs to reco u p their investments. 
It ends up so far under 40 per cent 
that it actually is a loss to the 
'tut hor.

WHEN A JEWEL IS A JEWEL 
A jewel must serve a mechanical 
function as a frictional bearing be­ 
fore it is entitled to be called a 
“jewel'’ under watch industry defi­ 
nition, says the Federal Trade Com­ 
missi on.

THE GREAT IM PO STER 
The biography of Fred W. De- 
mar a, of whom you have read in the 
papers on numerous occasions, is 
being published by Random House, 
and is called “ The Great Imposter” . 
It also has been purchased by Uni­ 
versal International films. 
Demara is the man who has posed 
as a doctor, a prison warden, men­ 
tal hospital attache, a monk, and as 
a variety of teachers, and has gotten 
away with it on many occasions, 
even to the point of performing a 
delicate operation as a surgeon in 
the Canadian navy. 
One of the colleges he fooled was 
Gannon, in Erie, where he served 
as Dr. Robert Linton French, and 
was dean of the School of Phil­ 
osophy until his fraud was uncov­ 
ered. 
The last chapter of the book deals 
much with the question, Why has he 
done it? Several newspapers in the 
area may carry it. 
The whereabouts of Demara are 
not known today, but in a telephone 
conversation with the book’s author, 
Robert Crichton, he said he is on 
the biggest caper of them all. 
Asked why he does these things 
and what he is doing now he said, 
All right. Tell them this, and this 
is the truth. On Christmas Eve over 
San Diego, California, before a host 
of believers, I will be drawn to 
heaven by a fiery chariot.

Television and Radio 


By John Crosby 


THIS REALM, THIS NEW YORK 


PARIS 


Much as I love this beautiful 
city, I cannot escape the feeling 
which is more forcible than ever 
this year, that it is on the outer 
periphery of the 
arts, that, in fact, 
all of Europe is. 
B a c k 
when 
all 
Gaul was divided 
into three parts, 
all roads led to 
Rome. Today the 
lines lead clearly 
back to New York, 
a statement that 
will lead to some 
outraged howls. 
It’ s a feeling you get whether you 
are talking to Frenchmen in the arts 
or to Americans living abroad. The 
center of their universe is New 
York which is the headquarters of 
the w orldbeater, the world’s music, 
much of the world’s literature, and 
increasingly of its art. I don’t mean 
to say necessarily that the writer 
and the artists are all collected in 
New York or even that they are 
Americans because they aren’t. 
What I mean is that New York 
is the headquarters. That’s where 
you go for acceptance of your play 
or your book or in a lesser sense 
your picture. That’ s where the de­ 
cisions are made so that your book 
or your play or your music is 
called great (or not so great), lf 
you open big in New York, the play 
is likely to expand outwards to Lon­ 
don, Paris, Madrid. (You find even 
a lightweight piece of malarkey 
like “ Tunnel of Love’’ in Madrid 
which hasn’t much theater.) 
New 
York's the place — whether you 
like it or not — which blows the 
whistle on you. 
In ancient times, Romans used to 
get away from it all, too — the 
crowds, the pressures of Rome — 


and build pleasant villas in Spain 
(whose ruins are still evident). But, 
of course, they had to go back to 
Rome to get promoted. Or to edu­ 
cate the children. “ After all, we 
don’t want him to be raised as a 
Spaniard,’’ I can just hear some 
Roman matron saying, “ Little Oc­ 
tavius won’t speak a word of Latin. 
He thinks in Spanish, that child. 
But he’s a Roman and we want him 
to appreciate it. So back to Rome 
it is. I hate the thought of trying to 
find servants. I understand there 
isn’t a decent cook in all Italy. 
And the prices!’’ 
So went the refrain then and so 
it 
still 
goes. It’s wonderful to 
live in this lovely city. But what 
do they think of my pilot film on 
Madison Avenue? (Or in Beverly 
Hills?) 
“ The book’ll be published 
in October. Then back to New York,” 
says the expatriate author. “ Jack 
Paar and all those cocktail parties 
— and, of course the reviews. It’s 
a bore.’’ 
On “ That lousy foreign 
editor cut my Khrushchev analysis 
down to three paragraphs and stuck 
it back with ship news. Doesn’t that 
idiot realize that was the most 
important interpretive piece I’ve 
written all year?’’ 
Whether he realizes it or not, 
idiot or otherwise, the foreign edi­ 
tor is in New York and he’ s the 
boss. And so is the book publisher. 
So is CBS upon which the little 
package producer who has the nice 
apartment in Montparnasse and the 
French wife is so hopelessly de­ 
pendent. And so is Radio City Music 
Hall, the ultimate destination of the 
movies being shot all over Europe. 
Even where the box offices are in 
Europe, the bankers and Twentieth 
Century Fox are in America. 
All these things add up to this 
strong feeling that P aris and Rome 
and Madrid are the outer ramparts, 
the colonies (though that will be 
ferociously resented), th e tread 
rather than the hub of the wheel. 
Julius Caesar deep in Gaul won­ 
dering what sort of shenanigans were 
going on back in the Roman Senate, 
who was trying to cut his throat, 
went through mental processes not 


much different from those of the 
TV producer who heard Hubbell 
Robinson had been unseated at CBS 
— and wondered what this meant to 
the adventure series he’s shooting 
in Europe. 
This has created an odd situar* 
tion. 
In Europe today there is a 
huge pool of what you might call 
American remittance men of the 
arts. Because of the vicious in­ 
equities of the tax laws, particular­ 
ly its terrible discriminations a- 
gainst 
writers, we a r e driving 
creative people out of America to 
Europe where they can get a little 
tax relief, mostly writing in or 
acting in or producing or directing 
movies, but also writing novels or 
producing TV 
series or painting 
pictures. 
There have always been expatri­ 
ate artists and writers, including 
some very good ones. But the new 
kind of expatriate writer is a differ­ 
ent article from, say, Henry Jam es, 
who went to England because he felt 
more at home there. Jam es went tc 
England because he felt it WAS the 
center of the universe and he be­ 
longed there.

Today the John Hustons and Yul 
Brynners are in Europe mainly to 
get some relief from a tax system 
that is so unfairly rigged against 
artists and in favor of anyone in 
business. Jam es wrote about life in 
English country houses because that 
was his chosen field of battle among 
the people he chose to write about. 
Today’ s 
writers 
move to P aris 
(apart from the tax angle) almost in 
the spirit of moving to Westport on 
a somewhat larger scale. You can 
live better on the money. It’ s pret­ 
tier. The air is better. 
This has seriously affected the 
quality of their work. After the last 
war, Hemingway wrote “ The Sun 
Also R ises” in P aris, a book that 
was to open a whole new age and act 
as a beacon for writers the world 
over. Fitzgerald wrote almost all of 
“ The Great Gatsby’’ in Paris. Edith 
Wharton wrote the “ Age of Inno­ 
cence’’ there and Stephen Vincent 
Benet “ John Brown's Body.’’ 
Have any novels of comparable 
stature been done after this war? 
I doubt it. One reason, I’m con­ 
vinced, is that the writers, far 
from being in the heart of things, 
feel actually cut off from the center 
of things, removed from the roots of 
their existence, living as it were in 
a sort of cultural suburb^ and this 
has taken some of the freshness and 
vigor out of their work.

DEMAND EXC EED S SU PPLY 
In a column several weeks or 
months ago we mentioned the cabins 
which may be obtained inexpensive­ 
ly for camping purposes on state 
forests.

Appli­ 
cations were received starting April 
I, and they totaled 1,728, of which 
1,089 were successful. 
Fifty-nine per cent of the requests 
were filled. Of those refused, 89 
were mailed too early, and 101 
were improperly filed. 
This percentage did not obtain 
in all sections, however. Some are 
far more popular than others. The 
Sullivan county W orld’s End state 
park has 19 cabins, and 273 re­ 
quests for them were received.
